Astronomical Camera 
' Well Named 


Jena. To-day. 

- The worlé-famoas Zeiss Optical 
Works at Jena have just despatch- 
ed to Istanbul for the University 
Observatory there a new astrono- 
mical camera, which has an 
enormous aperture of 300 milli- 
metres and a focal length of i 
metres. 

Sensitised plates have dimen- 
sions of 24 centimetres by 24. 
The camera stands on a longitu- 
dina] polar axis and is fitted with 
two guide telescopes and electri- 
cal rotation equipment, so that 
while the photographic exposures 
are being made, the camera re- 
mains pointed always ‘towards 
exactly the same position in the 
heavens, so that the rotation of
